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Garrison Asks Dulles to 
Testify March 7, 8 



I A new subpena and a renewed 
subpena were issued Friday by 
District Attorney Jim Garrison 
in his Kennedy assassination 
probe— the first for a former 
Central Intelligence Agency di- 
rector, and the second for a 
long-sought former bar operator 
alleged to have CIA connections. 

The new Grand Jury subpe- 
na issued by Garrison's office 
was for ALen W. Dulles, head 
of the controversial CIA until 
Sept. 27, 1961, who is asked to 
appear before the Orleans 
Parish Grand Jwry March 7 
and S to give testimony in 
connection with the DA’s In- 
vestigation of the death of 
President John F. Kennedy. 

^e>: other subpena again 
called for the appearance of 
Gordon Novel Earlier efforts by 
Garrison to have Novel -return 
here to testify have b^n un- 
availing. 

NOT DECIDED 

Friday night. Novel told The 
Times-Picayune by telephone 
from fcolumbus, Ohio, that he 
had not read the new subpena 
and had not yet decided '‘wheth- 
er I to play my game or his 
(Garrison’s). 

Novel also said that he “may 
return” to testify in New Or-! 



leans if President Lyndon B, 
Johnson and the CIA pay for 
his "personal financial losses” 
incurred over the past year 
while included as a figure in 
the investigation. 

The subpenas for both Dulles 
and Novel were issued through 
the court of Criminal District 
Judge Matthew S. Braniff. 

‘BY CIA ELEMENTS’ 

In asking for the Dulles sub- 
pena, Garrison's office claimed 
that he would have "pertinent 
knowledge as to substantial re- 
ports that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was an agent and— or employe 
of the CIA." Oswald was said 
by the Warren Commission to 
'have been the lone assassin of 
Kennedy. 

Garrison also asserted that 
he “has succeeded in identify- 
ing the assassination of Presi- ! 
dent Kennedy as an operation 
conducted by elements of the 
CIA.'* The DA further charged 
that the Warren Commission 
suppressed certain documents I 
which may have a bearing on 
the case. 

Garrison also claimed that 
while Dulles was heading the 
CIA his organization worked at 
buying trucks and other vehicles 
from a New Orleans firm to use 
in the abortive Bay of Pigs in- 
vasion in Cuba, and used Os- 
wald’s name. Oswald was in 
Russia at the time. 

GRANTED IMMUNITY 
The subpena request further 
stated that Novel, former opera- 
tor of a Rampart st. lounge, had 
enlisted CIA aid in order to 
avoid having to return to New 
Orleans for Garrison, and that 
the late David W. Feme was 
employed by the CIA while 
Dulles was at the helm. 

Ferric died last Feb. 22. He 
was named by Garrison as be- 
ing one of the alleged conspira- 
tors in plotting the murder of 
Kennedy. 

In Ms statement to The Times- 
Picayune, Novel outlined his po- . 
sition on Garrison's latest move i 
in five points. The test of Nov- 
el’s statement follows: 

“Number One — My primary 
! business in New Orleans was, 

! and still is, in the electronic in- 
jtelligence equipment mantifac- 
j hiring field. I am not a night 
club owner. That was merely a 
| hobby. 

| “My customers, beside the 



United States government, were 
many Louisiana politicians, in- 
cluding Mr, Garrison, and the 
governor and the office of the 
, mayor of the city of New Or- 
leans. My personal stereo and 
! monaural tape library is exten- 
sive. 

"Number Two— I never com- 
mitted any burglaries and am 
most certainly not a material 
witness except to Mr. Garri- 
son’s attempts to fraudulently 
and maliciously involve myself, 
who was his former personal 
chief of security in his alleged 
investigation of the alleged con- 
spiracy to allegedly assassinate 
John F. Kennedy. 

“Number Three— I have never 
stated to anyone that I ever , 
consciously worked at any time 
for or with the CIA. 

“Number Four — In reference ■ 
to Ms new subpena, I, personal- 
ly, haven't read it so I will just 
have to see it before deciding 
whether to play my game or 
his. 

“Number Five— Perhaps if 
President Johnson and the CIA 
pay my extensive personal fi- 
nancial losses for defending the 
Warren Report this past year 
and guarantee the probable 
needed bond requirements for 
1 perjury, which is the charge I 
believe Mr. Garrison is immune 
from granting immunity on, I 
may return to testify to Mr- 
Garrison about Ms fraud and in- 
volvement in the death of David 
Feme. 

“I don't believe Mr* Garrison 
will take a lie detector test or 
allow me to testify to his fraud 
1 and his involvement on one, or 
on Ms truth serum or on his 
. hypnosis before his grand jury. 
Perhaps if he invites me to a 
dud in some place other than 
Louisiana he may find me 
more cooperative, and I don’t 
mean a duel with words. 1 * 

The subpenas for both Novel 



and Dulles say they will be 
granted immunity from arrest 
m Louisiana on matters which 
may have occurred before 
their entrance into the state 
to comply with the subpena 
order, , 

Dulles now lives in New York' 
and Novel has been residing in' 
Columbus, Ohio, since fleeing | 
Louisiana last year. , 

The call for Novel also alleges 
that he was an associate of 
Ferric, and bad visited many 
times with attorney Dean A. 
Andrews Jr., who has since 
been convicted of perjury after 
testifying in connection with the 
probe. 

LINKED TO BRADLEY 
“Information has been given 
to the DA*s office which located 
Novel at No Name Key in Flor- 
ida, where a number of CIA 
employes were training for an 
invasion of Cuba,” the request 
' added. 

It further says that Novel 
has associated with Edgar 
Eugene Bradley of North Hol- 
lywood, California, the second 
living man, along with re- 
tired New Orleans business- 
man Clay L. Shaw, to be 
charged by Garrison with 
conspiring to MSI President 
Kennedy. 

“Gordon Novel, by his own 
public admissions, sold his busi- 
ness ... and left the city to 
avoid not only the aforede- 
scribed suhpena (of March 17, 
1967) but also a new suhpena 
which he knew had been issued 
but not served/' continued the: 
request 

, “Subsequent to -the issuance 
of the warrant ffor his arrest 
I as a material witness), Gordon 
I Novel disguised himself in the 
clothing of a member of a par- 
ticular religious order and by 
stealth and furtiveness returned 
to the state of Louisiana and 
removed bis auotmobile.” 
‘COVERT PENETRATION* 

In calling for Dulles' appear- 
ances Garrison said that the for- 
mer official was CIA director 
when the organisation's present 
methods of operation were de- 
veloped, and that those tech- 
niques “have included the co- 
vert penetration of much of the 
fabric of American life— includ- 
ing schools, organisations of 



many types, news agencies and 
even churches,” 

The Warren Commission, ac- 
cording to Garrison, w T as formed 
to “conceal the involvement of 
the CIA in the assassination,” 
and commission members “ap- 
pear to have participated in this 
tableau on the ground that na- 
tional security would be jeopar- 
dized if the truth were known 
by the people of this country.” 
The DA additionally charged 
that the commission purposely, 
destroyed or never reported oth-j 
er important evidence, such as 
bullets found in Dealey Plaza 
Just after the shooting of Ken- 
nedy on Nov, 22, 1963. 

“This office intends to demon- 
strate, Garrison said in conclu- 
sion, “that the CIA made a mis- 
take in using Orleans Parish as 
a staging area for the assassi- 
nation and that the federal gov- 
ernment has made mi equally 
bad mistake in attempting to 
conceal this fact and in attempt- 
ing to obstruct justice in Or- 
leans Parish.” 
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
